A 5-footer who because of his 


size couldn't play basketball at 
the University of Illinois after 
competing in basketball, base- 
ball and track at Lake View of 
Chicago, Saperstein 
organized 


the Harlem Globetrotters, an 
all-Negro team, which made its 
debut in Hinckley, 111., back in 
1927. 


Through the years, the clown- 


ing Globetrotters caught on with 
their trick shooting and traveled 
through 87 counties while log- 
ging five million miles. 


Through the depression years, 


Abe stuck it out with his team 
despite t h e fact they h a d to 
travel in a Model T Ford and 
had to make the most of nothing 
for meals. 


The Globetrotters played in 


old movie houses with pot-bel- 
lied stoves to keep warm, barns 
and basements and then ad- 
vanced to New York, then Cali- 
fornia in 1934. , 


Gaining fame in the United 


States, the Globetrotters went 
on world tours strating in 1950 
when they made their first Eu- 
ropean trip. 


Since then they hit nearly ev- 


ery continent and major city in 
the world as they performed 
before kings, queens, rajahs and 
even Russian commissars on a 
year - round scheudle o f 340 
games. 


Wherever he went, Saperstein 


won friends not only for himself 
but also the United States and 
eventually won this country's 
gratitude as a first-ranked am- 
bassador of good will.

adapted several years ago by 
Dr. Irving C o o p e r of New 
York for the treatment of 
s h a k i n g palsy. Since then 
cryosurgery, as it is called, has 
found many uses. Dr. Cooper 
developed 
a hollow needle 


through which liquid nitrogen 
could be circulated at a tem- 
perature of minus 321 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Only the tip of 
the needle was exposed, but a 
very small area of the brain 
could be destroyed by the 
freezing action without dam- 
aging the adjacent tissues. 


This technique has been ex- 


tended to the r e m o v a l of 
rectal polyps and other be- 
nign t u m o r s , cataracts and 
even cancers. Another valu- 
able use of the needle is the 
partial or complete destruc- 
tion of an overactive pituitary. 


This tiny gland, lying deep 


in the head near the brain, 
has a l w a y s been hard for 
surgeons to reach. The prob- 
lem is greatly simplified with 
the use of the freezing needle. 


One important advantage of 


cryosurgery is that it can be 
used to remove the tonsils of 
persons who are congenital 
bleeders or who are victims 
of leukemia. The technique is 
practically bloodless and re- 
quires only about 10 minutes. 
Three weeks after the opera- 
tion, the tonsils shrink almost 
to the vanishing point.

Q—My d o c t o r prescribed 


digitalis b e c a u s e I have a 
weak heart. I recently read 
that prolonged use of this 
drug will affect the vision or 
even cause hallucinations. Is 
this true? 


A—Digitalis, like any other 


drug that must be taken for a 
long time, must be given in a 
maintenance d o s a g e — the 
amount that you require to 
meet your individual needs. 
Your doctor must make sure 
that, while you are taking this 
life-saving drug, you are get- 
ting sufficient potassium in 
your diet. 


The earliest sign of digitalis 


poisoning is nausea. If digi- 
talis poisoning is allowed to 
progress there may be diar- 
rhea and a tendency for every- 
thing to look yellow. Halluci- 
nations are not common. Most 
doctors advise skipping the 
drug one day a week after the 
maintenance level has been 
determined. This usually pre- 
vents poisoning.
